OF NAPOLEON 1 


Princess. Mathilde, 
Daughter of Jerome Bona- 
parte, Is Dead. 


Paris, January 2.—Princess Mathilde. 
the only daughter of Prince Jerome 
Bonaparte, died here at 7 o'clock this 


evening. 

Shortly before the princegs expired. 
former Empress Eugenie and (Princess 
Clothilde visited the bedside. The prin- 
cess became unconscious at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon and remained in that condi- 
tion until the end. 

The death of Princess Mathilde has 
eaused sorrow thtoughout France, not 
only because she was one of the last of 
the Napoleons, buf because she was al- 
ways known as the ‘‘good *‘princess.”’ 

‘Count Fleury once told this story of 


her: 

“A little cousin of the princess asked 
her: ‘Do you know, that through Queen 
Catherine you are related to almost all of 
the reigning houses of Europe?’ 

“The princess answered: ‘Tis good. 
'Tis good. But what is that beside being

the niece of Napoleon?’ ’ 


Prince Jerome Bonaparte fried to ar- 
range a marriage between his daughter? 
and Louis Napoleon, but without suc- 
cess. The pretender, who later became 
emperor, caused the break-ng off of the 
match, and this rupture was followed 
by Princess Mathilde’s marriage to Count 
Demidroff, a rich Russian. While they 
were in St. Petersburg Emperor Nicholas 
coricelved a great affection for the 
princess and gave her a decree of di- 
vorce when she Was no longer able to 
live with her husband. 

During the pranidency of Louls Napo- 
leon, Princess Mathilde managed _ his 
;08se and dispensed the honors, retiring 
gracefully to her persona] studies when 
fouls -Napoleor married. During that 
epoch she was regarded as one of the 
most beautiful women. in France, 
bining as she did the French type of 
beauty with Italian vivacity. Since the 
fall of the empire Princesz Mathilde has 
maintained a salon in Paris, which was 
frequented by celebrities of art, liters- 
ture and the milftary worlds 

Until her last illness the princess was 
deeply interested in politics, and it {s 
said that after Joseph Heinach’s defense 
of former Captain Dreyfus, she sent to 
Reinath her card initialed, “P. P. C.” 
(pour frendre conge), a punishment she 
meted out to all who displeased her.

A. Evans, when a Constitution reporter 
informed him of General Longstreet’s 
demise. ‘He was the last of the, men 
who commanded armies in the ol@ days. 

“I never served under him, but of course 
I knew the events of his war career 4s 
they took place. He was a great com- 
mander, who.inspired his men with confi- 
Gence and though at times he was overly 
cautious, when he fought every detall of 
his arrangements was perfect and his 
fighting was like blows celivered with 4 
gigantic sledgehammer. 

“On the field of Chickamauga the work 
of Longstreet was as fine as that of any 
general present. « He was a determined 
man and possessed of a strong will that 
displayed itself in batile. But he was 
a very cautious man and fought after 
another fashion than Jackson, not being 
So alert or dashing as the latter. At 
times he moved very slowly. There 's 
no question about his being ‘too late’ at 
Gettysburg. 

“He was not the equal of General Lee 
as a commander and could not have done 
as well as Lee had he been at the head 
of the army of Virginia, but still, though 
he made some mistakes, he was one of 
the best generals in our army.

Chicago, January 2.—Tonight every 
theater in the city of Chicago is dark and 
with doors locked. Not one of them will 
be open to the public until their man- 
agers have complied in the fullest man- 
ner with every section of the ordinances 
regulating play houses. 

The order compelling the theaters to 
close was issued this afternoon by Mayor 
Warrison, after a conference with Cor- 
poration Counsel Tolman, who assured 
the mayor that ample legal ground ex- 
igted for his action. 

Seventeen theaters and museums were 
elosed last night and the sweeping order 
of the mayor today shut the doors of 
peven tore. These last are the leading 
theaters in the business section of the 
‘eity and ure the Studebaker, Grand opera 
house, McVickers, LaSalle, Garrick and 
Illinois and the Powers. ‘The last two are 
owned and controlled by Messrs. Powers 
and Davis, the managers of the ill-fated 
Iroquois. 

The Garrick, closed today, is not to be 
cenfounded with the Garrick theater 
wlosed yesterday, it being one of the 
largest play ‘houses in the. city, while 
the one concerning which action was 
taken yesterday is a much smaller affair 
in the northwestern portion of the city. 
The seventeen places of amusement which 
were shit last night were closed for the 
one reason that they were not provided 
with an asbestos curtain. The further 
action taken today is in consequence of 
wiolations, of other sections of the ofdi- 
nane regulating theaters.. There was 
@ hasty rush of theatrical managers to 
the office of Mayor Harrison in the effort 
to secure the withdrawal, or at least a 
postponement of the order, but their re- 
ception was of an exceedingly frosty na- 
fure. They were informed by the mayor 
that the inspector had reported in the 
case of every one of them violation of 
the law and he was determined that it 
ehould not be said hereafter that the 
city had neglected anything which could 
prevent a repetition of the horror of last 
[Wednesday afternoon. 


¥ . Asbestos Curtains Risky. 

’ The fact that the asbestos cu~tain in 
the Iroquois theater was so badly wreck- 
ea by .the fire that the chatted portions 
of it have been carried away by va- 
rious investigating committees caused the 
mayor to decide that asbestos curtains 
could not be relied upon to afford tne 
most complete protection. It Was an- 
nounced that every theater in the cily 
gaust hereafter comply with the follow- 
ing provisions before they will be allowed 
Ro S$pen: 

@teel roll curtains, wide exits, no com- 
mustib'es of any kind in the house fur- 
nishings, fire-proofed scenery, no calcium 
or “spot” lights to be used on the stage,

A 
similar provision will be embodied In the 
bill which Senator Clay will Introduce ip 
the sgnate immediately after the recess. 

A Tentative Character. 

The Dill which Cobonel Livingston {ntro- 
duced early in the session was general 
in its terms, following the wording of 
the usual public building bills. At that 
time, the establishment of the new mil- 
{tary department had not been deter- 
mined upon. While he knew that such 
action had ths approval of the gen- 
eral staff, Colonel Livingston felt that 
it would be unwise to say anything 
about it in the public butlding Dill, as 
that would serve to put other southern 
cities on notice concerning the war de- 
partment’s plans, and stir up strife over 
the question of headquarters. Now, how- 
ever, that the department of the gulf 
has become an accomplished fact, he 
believes the chances for the early pass- 
age of the bill will be matertally strength- 
ened by embodying in {t the provision 
indicated. 

There will be several Other changes 
'n the Atlanta vbuilding Dill before it 
comes out of the committee on pubilc 
buildings and grounds. Colonel Liv- 
ineston has prepared other amendments 
which will serve to impress upon con- 
gress the crying need for better accom- 
modations for all branches of the gov- 
ernment service at Atlanta, In his bil 
he made no specific reference to the fed- 
éral courts, merely Including them f!n @ 
general provision that the building be 
for the postoffice, the internal revenue of- 
fies and “other government departments.” 
It is his purpose to have the bill go 
more into details, showing the great need 
for better accommodations for not Only 
these derartments named, but for the cir- 
cuit court of appeals, the circuit and 
district courts, and other departments: to 
be specified. : 

Similar provisions will be embodfed In 
Senator Clay’s bill. In fact, the two will 
be tdentical In their wording, so that the 
legislative status can be bettered by the 
substitution of One bill for the other— 
this dependent upon which is -passed 
first. 

Will Draw Help from Strong Quar- 
ters. | 

It is the idea of both Senator Clay 
and Colonel Livingston that the. chances 
of passing the bill will be strengthened 
by thus setting forth In its text the 
needs of Atlanta, and by showing that 
the government would not only not lose 
by the abandonment of the old build- 
ing but that it would be a distinct gain- 
er in that it would have In addition 
+o the new building ,a splendid bDullding 
for army headquarters. Similar provis- 
jon was made in the bill providing tor 
the new public building at Omaha. The 


old building—ample In size and well ar- 
ranged—was turned Over to the army, 


and the result ts that at Omah the army 


has the best headquarters of any mili- 
tary department.

The department of justice 
insists that there shall be adequate ac- 
commodations for the federal courts, ¢s- 
peclally where the circuit court of ap- 
peal sits. The judges must have not only 
their court rooms and thelr consultation 
rooms, but should have libraries where 
they can be tsupplied with all the books 
sO necessary to thelr work. This is of 
importance not only for the accommoda- 
tion of the judges of the fifth circuit 
who now have to go back to New Or- 
leans for the proper consideration of the 
great cases submitted to them, but it 
is of the. highest ftmportance to liti- 
gants. 

The needs of the new department of 
the gulf are manifest. The war depart- 
ment authorities hold it extremely un- 
desirable that repartment headquarters 
should be Stuck off into office buildings, 
as Is often the case, or that they should 
have to go into some temporary res- 
idance.

right man.’ It was in almost the same 
words that thé chairman of a pastor- 
committee ofa great church in the north- 
west lamented their failure to find just 
$uch a man for their church. ' He said: 
‘We know such a man as we want, sev- 
eral of them, but they are wanted where 
they are, and cannot be moved.’ 

“We happen to know of five great 
churches which have tried recently every 
possible way to move one noble pastor, 
and two of-them are yet refusing to ac- 
cept his positivé&refusal, und one of them 
insists upon sendikg a committee half 
across the continent\to plead the mattar 
with him. The standard for pastors ts 
rising fast, and the Ehurches which are 
being most ——o by pastorless 
churches seeking to capture their pastors, 
do not have fancy preachers, nor literary 
lecturers, nor higher critics, nor séciety 
dileitantes, but great-hearted men whose 
Sacrificial spirits are bending all things 
for the saving of souls at home and 
abroad. A member of one of the churches 
referred to said: ‘We want a man who 
Cun teach us how to live and to give 
by his example; who can help us to put 
our chureh to the front !n saving our 
state and the heathen world’ ” 


Parsifal Presented in New York. 

Probably no opera of recent years has 
caused such a stir in New York as the 
one now being presented at the Metropoli- 
tan opera house. One of the leading 
dailies of St. Louis says of it: 

“It Was an exiraordinary spectacle. The

Chief Ball Makes His Annual | 


Report for 1903 


‘He Gives Some Interesting Figures | 


and Makes Some Important Fec- 
ommendations—List o? Trag- 
edies for the Past Year. 
What Is Needed. 


Chief Ball’s annual] report for 1903. 
which was completed last night, contains 
Some interesting Information and por- 
tant recommendations. it shows that 
there was an increase of $5,219.30 in re- 
eorder’s court fines over the previous year, 
and that the cash collectiona in that 
court exceeded the year 1902 by $1,863.49 
The increase in the amount of stolen 
goods recovered by the detectives -was 
$4,122.54 cver the year i302, 

The chief states that good order pre- 
vailled in the city during the past year. 
There were no strikes, ricts or other out- 
breaks. During the Christmas holidays 
the good order was exceptional and the 
members of the force did extra duty 
cheerfully and with great zeal. 

Chief Ball recommends that a detentio:, 
ward for white males be provided at 
once, as a great many white men are 
held under arrest who often prove to be 
not guilty, and who, under ihe present 
arrangements, have to be placed in cells 
like common felons. He asks that an 
appropriation of $10,000 Ibe asked for to 
put in a new eight circuit office register 
and to remodel sixty-one cail boxes. 

. The chief says that, at least, twenty- 
five more patrolmen are needed. He 
wants two substations, one near the 
corner of Mariettn street and Jones ave- 
nue, and the other on Peters. street. He 
thinks a pension fund should be estab- 
lished for old and disabled members of 
the force. 

Interesting Figures. 

In his report; the chief states that 252 
destitute familles were looked after by 
the police. In his list of tragedies for 
the year, he mentrons the following: 

Unknown safe-blower killed by Patrol- 
man G. T.,Mann, and the kiling was 
justifiable; W. Burch killed by Dock Cos- 
by, convicted; John Perdue killed by 
John Waters, accidental; Claude Love 
suspected of being killed by Blanche Col- 
lier and Georgia Looney, acquitted; Ber- 
tha Knight killed and Carrie Knight and 
Rube Williams suspects, acquitted; Jack 
‘avors killed by unknown parties; Henry 
Lang killed by Van Gordon; Bob Watts 
killed by J. F, Wood and Jonn Brock- 
man, acquitted; Schultz killed by Jim Os- 
born, sent to asylum; H. C. Drasbach 
killed by John Harris, convicted; John 
Smith killed by Barney Jenkins; Fred 
Bradshaw killed by James Dean. 

In the chief’s report, it is sttaed that 
the total number of men employed on 
the police force is 199. 

Arrests for the Year. 

The number of cases*made by the 
police last year was 16,088, of which 
1.347 were for state offenses and I, 474 
for violation of city ordinances. During 
the year, 2,734 men and women were 
arrested for plain drunks; 9,559 arrests 
were made for drunkenness accompan- 
ied by disorder; 1,124 persoms were ar- 
rested for belng loafers. The total fines 
in the recorder’s court amounted to 
$83,110.70, of which $1,250.25 was cOl- 
lected in cash, and $34,483.40 was work- 
ed out on the streets. ~- 

The police matron looked after 296 
homeless women ‘and children, and kept 
237 female aoe -_ her charge over 
night. 

The number of irimee given a night's 
lodging for the year was I,0OII. 

The number of quick calis made by the 
bicycle call men was I[0,!83. 

Open store doors to 
806 were found at night. 

The patrol wagons made 6,176 calls 
during the year.

Colombic’s Plea for Arbitration. 

General Reyes, the Colombian spe- 
cial envoy, suggests that if we will 
not restore conditions on the isthmus 
as they were before the secession of 
Panama, we ought to submit to The 
Hague tribunal] the question as to how 
much indemnity we should pay to Co- 
lombia for the loss of Panama, the 
canal and ali the prospective benefits 
it would have conferred upon her. 

The proposition is one so coolly 
made that it could only have been 
made by one forgetful of the recent 
history of his own government and of 
the respect this nation owes to its 
own consistency. 

To acknowledge that we owe Co 
lombia anything, whether in the way 
of the restitution of Panama to her 
former relations with that republic, 
or in the way of a:cash indemnity for 
Panama’s independence, would be an 
open confession, and nothing less, 
that this government induced the 
Panama secession and acknowledges 
financial responsibility for its effects 
upon Colombia. Facts and logic have 
lost their significance if our consent 
te the Reyes suggestion of arbitration 
would not be so interpreted. Since, 
however, we had nothing to do with 
persuading the Panamans to free 
themselves from- Colombian authority 
and have not annexed the isthmus to 
our territory, or seized the canal 
property and rights for-a prize pos- 
session, we do not owe Colombia a 
red copper cent on any account and 
any proposal to pay her a cent should 
be regarded as an insult to bé instant- 
ly resented. : 

Colombia has no right whatever to 
try to hale the Unitéd States, or any 
other country, before The Hague court 
of arbitration. At the Pan-American 
congress, held in the city of Mexico 
from October, 1901, to January, 1902, 
there were gathered in conference the 
representatives of the United States 
and of sixteen Central and South 
American republics, including those of 
Colombia. One of the acts of that 
congress was the adoption of a proto- 
col whereby the signatory powers 
bound themselves to regard the reso- 
lutions of The Hague tribunal as 
“American. public. law” and to be 
bound thereby. That protocol was 
signed by the representatives of all 
the countries present except three. 
Colombia was one of the three that 
refused to sign and the understanding 
of all those’at the congress was that 
her refusal was based upon her large 
interest in future negotiations over 
the isthmian canal construction. Her 
purpose at that time was to hold up 
the canal company for money or to 
rob it of the debatable extension of 
its concession—and Colombia did not 


| propose to bind ‘herself to submit any 


of those issues to arbitration by The 
Hague, or by any other authority than 
her own will and sovereignty. 

Having thus definitely rejected the 
authority and offices of The Hague 
tribunal it looks somewhat rank and 
impudent for her ‘representative to 
now appeal: his forlorn hepe te that 
court. . He evidently has the idea that

The Governor’s Me.sage. 

Governor Longino has completed ee 
final message, and it is now in the hancs 
of the printers and will be placed on the 
desks in printed form as soon as both 
houses are organized, which will not be 
before Wednesday morning. 

The governor's message is a lengthy 
document, and there is every reason to 
belfeve that it will compare favorably 
with the previous able state papers he 
has sent to the legislature. The greater 
portion of it is devoted to @ review of 
the administration of state affairs during 
the past two years, and a discussion of 
the needs of the various state institutions, 
into which he has made careful fnquiry. 

Governor Longino will, of course, make 
» number of recommendations in his fare- 
well address to the law-makers. His 
views on subfects of vital {mportance t» 
Mississipi jvst now are so well known 
that it is hardly necessary to enter et 
this point into a review of what the 
message will contain. His administration 
has been broad-gauged and progressive 
the state has made a marvelous showing 
in an industrial anew commercial way 
during his reign, and much credit fs due 
in this regard to the laws and policies 
he has advocated and put into effect. 

Governor Longino will refer to the 
practical operations of the anti-trust law, 
the nranosed constituéional prohibition 
amendment, needed revicions of the in- 
surance laws, confederate pensions ané 
the soldicra’ home, 
public education, and a variet* of minor 
topics. Of especial interest wll be his 
financial review, and the setting forth 
of his ideas on what is needed In the way 
of financiak legislation, and the feasibil- 
ity of a bond issue. The governor's man- 
agement of the state’s finances has been 
on a decidedly original plan. Instead of 
making the million-dollar bond fssue au- 
thorized for the purpose of constructing 
the new capitol building, he. directed the 
payments for worl: to be made out of the 
veneral fund of the treasury and, al- 
though the building was erected without 
the issuance of a single bond, thus savine 
a goodiy sum of interest, the state [¢ 
rather short of cash just now, and a bond 
lesue is among the probabilities of the 
cession.

Sankers, mer- 
chants, ginners, compress managers, 
planters and business men generally, have 
complained bitterly of this evil, and de- 
mand a revision of the insurance laws 
that will enable them to get cheaper in- 
surance on this staple. 

Insurance Commissioner Cole, who has 
made @ thorough study of the problem, 
Suggests three measures of relief, which 
he will submit to the legislature tn the 
fcrm of a bill that will be among the 
first introduced at the session. He ad- 
vocates an amendment that will exempt 
cotton and other persona! property from 
the provisions of the valued policy law, 
leaving it applicable only to buildings: a 
total repeal of the coinsurance clause; an 
amendment to the anti-trust law exempt- 
ing insurance companies from its provis- 
ions, and allow them to maintain rate- 
making organizations which are now out- 
lawed by this meesure. Mr. Cole's bil] 
also suggests a standard policy form to 
be used by all the companies, and similar 
t» the form now used by the companies 
operating In North Carolina, and which 
has been so eminently successful in its 
working effects. 

Commissioner Cole's suggestions, while 
they have met with much favorable com- 
ment, will not be allowed to go through 
without o fight. There will be strong op- 
position to some of the changes, espectual- 
ly the amendment to the valued policy 
law, 

Primary Election Law. 

The new primary election law, which 
was given tts first practical test last 
summer. is satisfactory in all general re- 
spects, but the test demonstrated some 
and {mpcrfectfons for Which 
amendments are suggested, and there will 
be much tinkering with the measure dur- 
ing the session. 

Chief in interest Is the proposal to reg- 


ulate the charges to be miade by county | 


committees for placing the names Of 
candidates on the tickets, and to repeal 
the electora] feature of the law. There 
is also a demand that provisions be made 
to have state and courty primaries on 
different dates, {in order to prevent the 
swapping of a governor for a constabie, 
which was so largely prevalent during 
the primaries last summer. 

Governor Longino and Governor-elect 
Vardaman will both have something to 
say on this subject in their messages, 
and it 1 not likely that there will be a 
wide margin of difference between their 
views. 

New Offices To Be Created. 

The marvelous growth of the state fs 
causing a demand for an enlargement of 
the number of offices, and the establish- 
ment of new departments of government. 
The most interesting of these {s a sug- 
gestion to cxempt the members of the 
railroad commission from service on the 
board of control and the election of pris- 
en commissioners, the theory being that 
men should fill these places who are 
thoroughly familiar with farming, as the 
state !s committed to the present penal 
farming system, which hag proven to Dé 
such a prolific source of revenue, , 

Insurance Commissioner Cole will re- 
quest additional assistance for his de- 
partment, and also for authority for a 
traveling inspector and a bank exam- 
iner. 

The press of the state is strongly urging 
the establishment of a bureau of im- 
migration and commerce. A'lied to this 
suggestion is a proposition for a bureau 
of agriculture and vital statistics, 

The physicians of the state are urging 
the creation of a bacteriological labora-. 
tory to be in charge of an experienced 
man, and will make a strong fight lo se- 
cure the passage of such a measure. 

It is imperative that the office of keeper 
of the capitol be created fn order that 
the new bullding may be properly looked 
after. The force of porters and employ- 
ees about the building may also be In- 
creased,

Public Sanool System. 

Three-fourths of all the taxes col- 
lected for state purposes in Misalsasipp! 
are spent for education, and this topic 
will have a large share of the legislative 
attention. 

The present appropriation for the cam- 
mon schools is $1,250,000, not including 
the poll tax retained In the counties, 
which increases this amount about 
per cent. There is no likelihood that 
this appropriation will be reduced, for 
the public echool system is just now 
reaching a point where it can compare 
favorably with that of other states of 
the union, and an attempted policy of 
economy or restriction would prove fa- 
ta] to the cause, 

On the other hand. more money is 
needed for educational purposes. Super- 
intendent Whitfield is clamoring for a 
state normal training school for teach- 
ers, longer school terms, Increased cur- 
riculurn and a system that willl permit 
Of better pay for teachers. He will ask 
a $40,000 appropriation for the normal 
school, and is more than likely to get ft, 
for the teachers of the state have united 
in the demand, and will hold a big edu- 
cational rally in Jackson on the (4th of 
January to further the cause. 

The state institutions for higher edu- 
eation, six in number, will ask for a 
larger appropriation for support. the ag- 
gerezate of their Increased demands 
being $200,000 and $300,000, Some of 
them are badly in need of new buildings 
and equipment, 

Under pshis head skould be considered 
the proposed new buildings for the deaf 
and dumb institute, for which $100,000 
will be asked. The old bufldings were 
destroyed by fire shortly after the last 
legisiature adjourned and the institution 
is now holding its sessions in temporary 
cottages. The board of trustees’ will 
suggest that the new quarters be Iv- 
cated outside the city limits of Jackson. 

The proposition cf Governor-elect Vard- 
aman for a division of the schoo! fund 
between the races is one of the least 
phases of the educational question, as 
it will come before the legislature. This 
much-discussed matter, which {fs really 
nothing more than one form of an agita- 
| tion pt the race probleni, is not expected 
to even reach the speech-making stage, 
as the unconstitutionality of the scheme 
is well-established, and it is hardly en- 
titled to serious thought. 


Uniform Text-Books. 

There will be practically no opposition 
to the bill providing for a uniform sys- 
tem of text books to be used in the pub- 
i lic schools, 
have grown weary of fighting 
measure at each succeeding session 
the legislature, and its biennial defeat 
has cost them more than the absence of 
such a law means to them in a financial 
way. They have finally decided to take 
| their chances in. a free-for-all fight for 
the adoption of their books after’ the 
measure {s passed, and the subject comes 
before a duly constituted body named 
for the purpose of making the selections. 

Selling Old State House. 

A thorn in the side of the legislature 
will be the bills Introduced offering v2- 
rious methods of disposing of the ald 
capito] building and adjacent state prop- 
erty at the head of Capito! street. The 
venerable and historic pile is ‘fast 
crumbling to decay and is really dan- 
gerous for occupancy, yet there Ils a 
strong opposition to having it torn down 
on account of tne many tender memorics 
of the palmy days that cluster around 
it, and the agitation of the question 1s 
going to be productive of much. bitter- 
ness. The United. Confederate Veterans 
and allied organizations are up in arms 
against the destruction of the building; 
on the other hand, @ more pro- 
gressive and Jess eentimental element bde- 
Heve that it should be torn down and 
the property sold as sites for more mod- 
ern structures. The property on which 
it jg jocatea is easily worth $300,000. 

New Annotation of Laws.

In fact, so numer- 
ous and frequent have heen the changes 
of the statutes that it {s often Impossttle 
to tell what is the Jaw until extensive 
research is made. The nevressity for a 
new code {s urgent, and ihe legislature 
will undoubtedly recognize this need and 
provide for the appointment of three code 
commissioners to undertake the work. 


State Farm System. 
Although there has been some agitation 
in favor of working the convicts wn the 
public roads, it is quite improbable that 


consequence in the pena) system. The 
working of the convicts on the state 
farms has prcven a handsome source of 
revenue, netting a profit of $100,000 dur- 
ing the year just closed, and any radical! 
change would be demoralizing at thig 
juncture, 4apecially as the prison board 
has tnvested heavily in delta farms anj3 
spent large sums in improving the ac 
quired property. 

However, there are quite a number of 
laws on the statute books referring to the 
penitentiary system 
dead letters since the farming system was 
adopted, and the legislature will be asked 
to repeal al] such measnres and thus 
simplify the system of management. 


Confederate Pensions. 

The present annual appropriation for 
confederate pensions {is $200,000. Jt is 
understoof that an effort will be made .o 
raise this sum to $250,000 per annum, 
and there is not much Ikelfhood of a 
strong opposition being manifested, as the 
veterans generally get what they want 
from the legistlaivre. 

The law-makers will also be asked to 
take charge of the soldiers’ home revently 
established at Beauvoir, and it is 2 fore- 
gone conciusion that they will do so and 
make a liberal allowance for {ts support. 

Incident to: this subject, the legislature 
will also be asked t6 make an appropria- 
tion for monuments to mark the mositlons 
occupled by Mississippi troops during the 
seige of Vicksburg. It {fs estimated that 
$50,000 will be required to pronerly per- 
form the work. 

Scores of minor subfects for legislative 
enactment that have been propnsed could 
be recalled, but a lengthy review !s un- 
necessary, for many of them will cet 
no further than the calendar of the com- 
mittees to which they are referred.

“Expende@ on this department during 
the year, $4,169.63, less amount collected 
from consumers for repairs, $724.60, 
leaving as a net cost of operating meter 
department, $3,145.03. 

“We have in stock new meter parts to 
the amount of $1,638.06, as shown by 
inventory. 

“We have set during the year 1,520 
new meters. This includes all sizes, both 
new taps and replaces. There is still 
remaining in service about 3,600 old pri- 
vate meters belonging to the property 
owners. These should be condemned and 
replaced with new ones as soon as pos- 
sible, as they are very expensive io keep 
in repair and are a source of continual 
expense, both to the property owner and 
the departmens« All free services, and, 
in fact, all prolyerty where city water is 
used, are now metered, and Atlanta can 
now boast of being one of the few all 
metered cities in the country. 

The New Shop. 

“Nothing new in the way of machinery 
has been added to the equipment of the 
shop department during the year, except 
a large grindstone.

It has, therefore, become necessary to 
exercise due caution In rurnting these 
pumps, by reducing the pressure and 
Cperating them at a trifle slower speel 
and longer time of service. It is very 
conclusive from the present condition of 
machinery and force mains that efforts 
Should be made verv soon-to remedy 
the trouble by the addition of another 30- 
inch force main from the pumping sta- 
tion to the reservoir.

fact. These broken, patched up side- 
walks are not only unsightly, but entail 
annually upon the city an expense of 
hundreds of dollars paid oui in settlement 
of claims for damages for personal inju- 
ries received by’ pedestrians undertaking 
to pass over them. It should be by Ore 
dinance. madé a part of the duties 
every city emplovee of every ile- 
partment, to report to the commissioner 
of public works promptly upon discovery, 
any defects in streets or sidewalks dan- 
gerous to people undertaking to trav! 
over them. If this Is done and safe side- 
walks are placed where dangerous Ones 
now are. it will result in the saving of 
thousands of dollars to the city, as well 
a« nreventing hurt and iriurv to pveonle.

Persia and consul general at Teheran. 
Three vears Sir Mortimer left the 
legation at ty zo to Madrid, re- 
ceiving at the time of the change, as a 
mark of approval, the Grand Cross of 
St. Michael and St. George. 

It is the wife who has participated in 
such a career as this, who has rejoiced 
in the triumphs when the nights of 
anxiety were past, who fs to De the new 
chatelaine at the British embassy at 
Washington, and if Americans are 
pleased to welcome her, no less delighted 
is Lady Durand to take up her resi- 
dence in the United States.

The Origin of Mezzotint. 


Colonel von Siegen, a Dutch artist of 
German extraction, holding an appoint- 
ment at the court of the landgrave of 
Hesse-Cassel, was the inventor of mezzo- 
tint, that branch of engraving - which 
comes nearest to nature, though it is far 
from being the best means of artistic ex- 
pression. 

It dates from about I61! and is said to 
have ‘been suggested by the rust on a 
weapon which a soldier was cleaning.

Artists in Clay.on the World’s 


Fair Buildings Demand 
Poses by" Real 
 tidian: Women. The South- | 


Mmerican 


west Is Searched by Offi- 
Clal Beauty Hunters and 
Yields an Infdian Harvest. 


EAUTY-HUNTING among tbe In- 
dian tribes of the Southwest—that 
is the odd task which a modern 
Paris and bis associate judges have 

performed with satisfaction to themselves 
and the management of the forthcoming 
St. Louis Exposition. Some of the giris 
are already in St. Louis with all the acces- 
sories of Indian-belle wardrobes and camp 
accouterments. Others are preparing ta 
go. Some are taking their Indian ponies, 
and will poge on horseback. 

That the task was not altogether an un- 


pleasant one may be inferred from the com- 


ment made by one of these connoisseurs 
in Indian comeliness. Said he to an “‘Ex- 
aminer’’ representative, under promise, 
however, that his name should not be ap- 
pended to the flattering statement: 

“In the matier of easy carriage and state- 
ly dignity there are a lot of barefooted, 
swartlegged and blanketed Apache girls 
down among the burning desert sands of 
Arizona who can teach the grand ladies of 
King Edward’s court a thing or two.” 

When tbe clay modelers and plastic dec- 
orators for the World’s Fair buildiegs at 
St. Louis laid down their tools and declared 
that they could not proceed with fheir work 
unless provided witb suitable live modeis 
of Indian women—young and pretty Indian 
wemeD, too—there was no delay in send- 
ing emissaries into the Southwest region 
to procure them. 

In a sbort while the wife of an army offi- 
cer at Fort Grant arrived in St. Louis with 
an interesting and picturesque cargo in 
tow--half a dozen stunning Apache girls, 
to pose as. models for statuary of Ameri- 
cap Indian women, tbe primeval! dwellers 
of the forests that have long since been 
devastated and transformed into civilized 
cities by the hustling white man. 

Herewith are pictured several of tho 
girls who will play a part in World's Fair 
architecture, and two, alas, who will not, 
for, alack, the two most beautiful of all the 
Indian maidens in the Southwest would not 
listen to the financial inducements offered 
by the representatives from St. Louis. 
They are sisters, and their names are 
Monica and Lolita Batiste. They have ab- 
solutely declined to have their charms per- 
petuated in clay by artist hands. 

The sisters twain were born in the Pucblo 
lsjeta, pear Albuquerque. The father was 
a high-class Mexican, who owned a sheep 
ranch in the vicinity of Isleta, where he 
married the handsomest and best educated 
indian girl in the old town. Alj of Juan 
Batiste’s progeny are splendid specimens 
of youth, bit Monica and Lolita are famous 
Indian beauties. 

Miss Monica is a graduate of Carlisle and 
is pow a stenographer.in El Paso. Miss 
Leiita is a graduate of Haskell, and lives 
et bome. She was a teacher in the Goverr- 
ment school at Phoenix for some time 
“VbIile they are proud of their Indian an- 
cestry they long ago adopted their Can. 
casian sisters’ styles. They are well read. 
vivacious and have the Indian shyness. 
They have traveled much in America. 
When ingWashington a year ago they were 
guests at several social functions, and no 
lezs a person tban Senator Chauncey M. 
Depew paid the sisters marked attention. 

People who know most about the various 
western tribes agree that for prettiness 


of face, gentility of manners and symme- 
try of figure the young women of the 
Pueblos of New Mexico are the most at- 
tractive of all our Indians. The authori- 
ties in the Carlisle and Haskell Indian 
schools Concur in this opinion. Perhaps 
the unique garb of the Pueblo woinen--a 
thick wrapping of the legs from ankles 
to Knees in white buckskins, elaborately 
embroidered moccasins, a short skirt of 
red woolcn goods reaching to the knees, a 
light tunic of black and yellow with wide 
sleeves of cotton and belts of beadwork, 
besides a vast ornamentation of ropes of 
beads and strings of ‘showy stones-——hbelp 
to make a Pueblo girl the pleasing crea- 
ture she is to the tourist of the overland 
trains through the territory. 

The Pueblos have always been a peace- 
ful, industrious, agricultural race. They 
are notably moral, cleanly and proud. 
They live in stone and adobe houses. and 
they have spurned aid from the govern- 
ment. Here and Pueblo who 
reckons his belongings in land, 
goats and cows at several thousand dol- 
lars. 

The Catholic faith 
ish conquestadores in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and the Pueblos support their 
churches with pious fidelity. They are the 
most willing patrons of Uncle Sam’s Indian 
schools of any tribe, and in any pueblo 
one may find scores of young people who 
speak our tongue as correctly as any pub- 
lie school child. 

From thirteen or fourteen until thirty 
years of age most Pueblo girls are attrac- 
tive. They marry at fifteen or sixteen, 
and are generally fat, swart and glum at 
thirty-five, but at eighteen or twenty, 
when they are in their prime, the pretty 
Pueblo girl would attract attention any- 
where in the world. 

The Salmarez who live at Te- 
suque pueblo, near Santa Fe, are all not- 
ably pretty Indian girls. There aré five 
of them, and the eldest is now twenty. 
They have declined to marry § Indlan 
youths. Time and again they have posed 
for amateur painters in water colors and 
amateur photographers among the Eastern 
tourists in Santa Fe. 

Most of the Pueblo Indians have Span- 
ish names, adopted by their ancestors dur- 
ing the three centuries that the Southwest 
was under the rule of Spain. Francisca, a 
daughter of Petero Ortega, for several 
years chief of the Acoma pueblo, is one 
of the handsomest fullblooded Indians in 
the territory. She had nine years’ train- 
ing in the Carlisle school. Then she be- 
came a teacher in the institution and 
married Edward L. Foster, a wealthy 
copper miner at Clifton, A. T. Except for 
her brown skin and her mass of coal black 
hair no one would imagine her an Indian. 
However, she never falls to let peopte 
know her aboriginal origin, and in spite of 
her costly home, her European travel and 
her American accomplishments she ts de- 
voted to her squaw mother and her wrin-

Among the Apaches, who occupy the San 
Carlos reservation in the southern part of 
Arizona, there are some bandsome girls. 
but’ considering the thousands of Apaches, 
ihe reali beauties are few and far between. 
The Apaches are a roving, out-of-door tribe, 
living in hovels and wickiups that an 
American would not house bis beasts of 
burden in. They are taller, larger of bone, 
and restliessiy active. where the Pueblos 
avd Mokisareetay-at-homes. As for clean- 
linese, the less said, the better. 

Still, notwithstanding their darker skins 
and more masculine physiques, there have 
been some Apacbe girls who have made very 
acceptable models for painters of modern 
s-enes. The superintendent of Uncle Sam's 
Indian school at Phoenix, says the eastern 
tourists who visit the scheel almost 
unanimously express surprise -on seeing so 
many handsome Apache girls there. 

The Apaches are the strongest menfaiiy 
of any tribe in the Southwest. Many Apache 
girlé have complexions as white as an 
American brunette. Mrs.- Eben Wilcox, 
who presides over a palatial home in Her- 
inosiilo, Mexico, and is head and front of the 
higher educational! movement in Sonera, 
is a full ache. The grand-daughters of 
oid diy Sos vl he who led the mose 
frightful add cruel Apache raids in Ger- 
onimo’s war against the Arizona whites 
twenty years ago, are interesting Indian 
girls. They have taken all the honors pos- 
sible at the Carlisle Indian School. 

The grim, joylese, hard life that the Navaje 
live shows plainly in the severe 
iines in their faces. A traveler through the 
Navajo reservation, occasionaliy catches 
a glimpse of a really handsome Indian 
giri, but for the most part Navajo giris 
are coarse of counienapce and have deep, 
harsh voices--far different from the sweet, 
musical Spanish notes of the @eminine 
Pueblo and Apache.

World. 

Taking in sail!. There, in three words, 
is the last analysis of the whole in- 
dustrial and commercial tendency of the 
calendar year past. The fact is writ large 
over the economic face of the world 
with war and fear of war plus f: mine 
in the Orient and eastern Europe, with 
western Europe struggling désperately 
under trust cempetition and the handi- 
caps of vast national armaments, while 
“Young America,” big and proud of her 
new powers, pushes on, but with the 
white face and Set teeth that betoken a 
bad ease of financial indigestion. This, 
too, in spite of a good crop year, gener- 
ally speaking. Lookiag particularly at 
our own case, a diagnosis will place be- 
fore us virtwally the business history of 
the period. : 

The sails of prosperity and confidence 
were still full set when the year 1903 
hove in sight. It was in January that 
the biggest of trusts—United States Steel 
Corporation—put into operation its so- 
called profit-sharing scheme for em- 
ployees and a number of large corpora- 
tions conceded higher wages to their 
employees, some vobuntarily. Wall street 
saw a record payment of dividends and 
laughed at the wiseacres. It was nut 
many weeks before signals of distress 
began .to show in curtailed dividends 
and public distrust. Morgan hastily re- 
turned from Europe, but even his mag- 
netic name failed to stem the tide of 
downward prices when the shipbuilding 
trust went under in June, carrying many 
a fair reputation in its wake. Then fol- 
lowed a long era of tObogganing, nearly 
all the standard securities dragging after 
steel and the other industrials. The great 
war between the Pennsylvania and Gould 
systems had become acute over the de- 
struction of Western Union poles, pending 
litigation, and the outcome was a Rock- 
efeller-Morgan financial duel, with victory 
for the man of oil. Whether due to 
this or to the lessening output, the price 
of oll has steadily advanced. Schwab 
was superseded by Corey as the head of 
the steel trust. The collapse and fore- 
closure of Lake Superior headed a long 
list of minor failures. 

The one bright spot in the financial 
firmament was the high price of cotton 
under the influence of the Brown-Sully 
clique at New Orleans, which carried 
through successfully a world-wide corner 
with millions for themselves and the south 
but seriously curtailing the activity of 
the mills and the wages of mill opera- 
tors. When this corner still stood solid 
in the presence of a new crop, King 
Cotton ruled a rising market all along 
the line. 

The tendency to vast industrial com- 
binations which characterized preceding 
years continued, but with signs of abate- 
ment. Notable instances were the iron 
combine and telephone merger of the mid- 
dle west, the coastwise schooner trust, 
complete street railway combines in New 
York and Baltimore, combination of 
the largest banks in several cities, the 
automobile trust and the glass-machine 
works. 

Other industrial efforts were the com- 
mercializingy; of wireless telegraphy and 
publication of first wireless papers on 
land and sea, President Roosevelt receiv- 
ing the first wireless message from Eu- 
rope, the putting into operation of the 
new American cable to Manila, a wom- 
an’s daily paper in n, nt 
of long distance trolley systems, begin- 
ning of Pennsylvania tunnel under Hud- 
@m giver, opening of the second great 


{suspension bridge connecting New York 
and Brooklyn, beginning of union statior.

Next to water stock, the aggressive at- 
titude of organized labor was believed by 
capitalists to be responsible for the unfa- 
vorable turn in the business tide. The 
labor legions, flushed with ,their coal 
strike victory; forced the fighting iv 
every trade and industry for better pay, 
Shorter hours and union recognition, 
Mitchell setting a conservative pattern. 
Staggered at first by this onset, the cap- 
tains of industry took up the gauntiet un- 
der the leadership of David M. Parry, the 
chosen head of the Citizens’ Industrial 
Association of America, a militant com.- 
bination of all the grsai employers. _ In 
many cities employers’ asSsoviations were 
started. Labor's effort to rule the gov- 
ernment printing office resulted in ihe 
president’s “Open shop’’ declaration in the 
Miller case. With Sam Parks and his 
pal in prison, the striking tron 
fought on against a solid phalanx of idle 
builders, but unionism was taught a ies- 
con. A new movement was the starting 
of independent unions.

One word epitomizes the year's educa- 
tional effort and ‘aspiration—practicality.

At Yale and elsewhere in- 
surance was taught, and at Chicago a 
new department was devoted to elaborato 
courses in fire protection. Forestry was 
taken up at California, cattle killing at 
Iowa and gardening at Columbia.

The three contributions, while differing 
in literary form, enforce powerfully the 
eame tenets of Tolstol’s philosophy—non- 
resistance of evil,. and the 
sacredness of all life. 

The first, ‘“Esarhaddon, King of As- 
syria.’ is an allegorical tale which is 
classic in Its severe simplicity. It relates 
how a cruel kiag was jmnade,to drag 
through the long, miserable life of one of 
hig captives, to be, in fact, this captive— 
in the brief space of time that it took a 
prophet to pour on the royal head the 
contents of a water jug. 

“Have you now understood,” continued 
the old man, “that Lailie is you, and the 
warriors you put to death were you also?

Literature in the South 


(From the New Orleans Picayune). 
Are the southern people a reading peo- 


unity and. 


ple? 


As a mass they are not. Of course, 


of literary taste and extensive reading. 
The south has furnished its share of 
scholars, of writers and of teachers, and 
not a few. of these have found their 
widest patronage and highest apprecia- 
tion in other parts of the country. Lut 
the southern public but poorly supports 
literature and has no successful literary 
enterprise. 

From time to time magazines and other 
periodicals are started in southern cities 
to struggle through a miserable existence 
or to find an early death. This Is, firstly, 
for lack of money; and. secondly, of 
management. A magazine which de- 
pends on free contributions will eXx- 
perience the usual fate of those who live 
on charity. Then another trouble ig 
that they start out to be sectional or 
southern. Literature has no limitation of 
geographical lines. It.must appeal to 
human nature. This does not mean that 
that it shall be destitute of local color 
or sympathy. It may have and often 
must have both, but it must be free 


from loca] or any other narrow prejudice. 

If a magazine containing properly paid 
and otherwise worthy contributions, 
handsomely illustrated, and in every way 


(as well gotten up, and as ably conducted 


as are the New York magazines, were 
published in New Orleans and placed as 
are the others in the same channels of 
circulation, with money enough behind 
it to maintain it, there is little question 
that it would find large sale, not in the 
south, but In the union. Any experi- 
ment that does not comply with these de- 
mands must be necessarily a failure. 
There are two reasons why the masses 
of the people of the south are not readers, 
One of these is that many of them, most- 


ly negroes, can not read. Another is 
that in’ a climate where the people live 


. 


there are numerous persons of culture, 


during the greatest part of the year 
in the Open air they. do not find condi- 
tlons conducive to miscellaneous read- 
ing. The winter season, when the pco- 
ple are kept by the climate in tne house, 
is the time for enjoying a book. With- 
out it, the long hourg of virtually en- 
forced confinement would be little better 
than actual judicial] imprisonment. : 

A writer in The Sewanee Review for 
October, speaking with unconcealed con. 
tempt for southern writers, does not be- 
lieve that money and management can 
accomplish any success in literature in 
the southern states. He says: 

“Whence cometh our help? The burden 
lies mainly upon one class of citizens— 
the southern public school teacher. He 
of all persons possesses the enviable Op- 
portunity of making lovers of literature. 
The college professor can but aid; for 
when the public school sends to him these 
rapidly maturing students totally indif- 
ferent to the glories of letters, and in- 
deed ignorant of the most general Iit- 
erary facts, he can do little toward 
changing the callous bratn. 

“But the school teachér may. mold the 
gentie mind. He may read the best to 
fore them; he may place the best be- 
for them; he may talk of the best to 
them; he may compel them to read only 
the best during school hours. The very 
state of being with the best will lift the 
boy and girl. Man cannot live with gods 
ami be a brute. Time will cause mar- 
velous changes in the tastes of the stu- 
dents, and under such conditions ‘they 
not only will love the best, but wil] crave 
a wider knowledge of the great figures 
and forces in literature.” 

Education is the slowest possible rem- 
edy for any evil, but it is the only one in 
some cases. Neverd¢jieless, the time will 
come when there will be published in the 
southern states magazines and books 
that will compete with those of any other 
section. Publishing is a mefe matter of 


business.

Mysterious Tibet. 


The curiosity which has always existed 
concerning Tibet by reaSon of the ex- 
clusion of fdéréffhers has given special 
interest to any addition that has been 
made to the world’s meager knowledge of 
that country, particularly of Lhasa, ‘‘the 
forbiddén city.’’ This curiosity is now 
greatly enhanced by the political situa- 
tion which has in it the possibility of 
a clash between Russia and Great Brit- 
ain concerning Tibetan affairs. Accord- 
ing to French-Russophile journals, the 
recent dispatch of the British expedition 
under Colonel Younghusband,‘ from India 
into the territory of Tibet, in order to 
demonstrate to the Dalai Lama the ne- 
cessity of observing his treaty obliga- 
tions, has excited continental alarm, as 
it takes on the form, in some minds, 
of a move for a British protectorate of 
Tibet. That Russia is alive to her Own 
interests in this quarter is shown in an 
article in the Jantiary Century entitled 
“The Latest News from Lhasa.’ In 
the course of a personal narrative of his 
visit to Lhasa in disguise, the writer, 
a Japanese Buddhist, priest, Ekal Kaw- 
aguchi, has this to say of Russia's over- 
tures to Tibet: 

“The Dalai Lama has lately concluded 
a secret treaty with Russia, and an ex- 
change of presents was made with the 
ezar. The emissary of the Czar Was a 
Buriat Mongol lama, whose people have 
always been free to come and go, Visit 
and make pilgrimages about Lhasa. 
Working through the three tutors of the 
Dalai Lama, he was received and treated 
with in 1900. Three hundred camel-loads 
of presents arrived from Russia in 1902, 
and I saw some of the new rifles which 
then came. Formerly the old fuSe-gun 
was the only firearm in use in Tibet, 
and Tibetans high and low were astonish- 
ed at the quality of these muskets, and 
knew no bounds in their admiration of 
Russian mechanical skill. As a matter 
of fact, the rifles in question Were of 
American manufacture, @nd their range 
was, at the most, only five hundred 
meters, I saw the actual things myself 
at the time.

Dalat Lama was a complete set of the 
vestments of a bishop of the Russian- 
Greek church—cloth-of-gold garments em- 
broidered with precious stones, and a tall 
gold cap sewed with pearls. The Dalal 
did not know that the- Russians 
had a religion different from the Ti- 
betan. He believed the Russians, like 
the Burtat Mongols, were all Buddhists, 
and the Czar a great Bodhisattva pos- 
sessed of mystic powers. ufe was 
pleased with his gift of rich clothing and 
sometimes wore it.’’ 


An Historic Sign. 

One of the signs pictured in Juiian 
King Colford’s ‘‘The Signs of Old Lon- 
don"’ in the January St. Nicholas has 
peculiar interest for all Americans. What 
is called “The Crown and Three Sugat 
Loaves’’ was the sign of the historic 
house which’ exported to America the 
celebrated chests of tea that went Into 
Boston Harbor in December, 1773, the 
firt overt act of rebellion in the Revolu- 
tion. While the contest gave America 
her independence and set aside the rule 
of George III, it did not overthrow the 
business of the oldest tea house in Great 
Britain. The business is carried on to- 
day in the same old place as in Revolu- 
tionary times. Its sign—the sign of 
“The Crown and Three Sugar Loaves'’— 
has survived the stress of age and storm 
and fire. -The Great Fire of London swept 
within half a block of the shop, but the 
Old sign itself reigns today.

Herbert Speacer, the Man. 

Like that othér great philosopher, 
Kant, Herbert Spencer died of seline de- 
cay. Neither ever carried his work to 
bed with him. Kant's hobby was good 
company for dinner. Spencer's wags that 
consistent care of his health which fre- 
quently ylelds an invalid the longevity 
denied to a strong man who draws upon 
his strength as if there were no end to 
it. In his early career, when Spencer 
was compelled to earn a living at engi- 
neering, at the same time that he wrote 
for recognition with the persistence of a 
Balzac, the shadow of illness was always 
upon him. Success brought him the 
privilege of practicing his gospel of re- 
laxation, which he announced so vigor- 
ously in New York in 1883, when he was 
visiting the stronghold of the gospel of 
work. 

While he was writing his “Synthetic 
Philosophy,’’ he was as methodical] as a 
clerk. From 9 to 10 he walked in 
Kensington Gardens, London. Though 
his head was slightly bowed, and he 
seemed wrapped in meditation, vet he 
never failed to note a passing friend 
with a nod and a Smile. , After he re- 
turned to the house and had attended to 
his correspondence, he reached the full 
tide of dictation about noon and kept on 
until one, Or until his head felt queer, as 
he put it. That meant that he would 
drop everything and leave the house. 
Expression came easily to him, so that 
he rarely haited for a word or made 
cranges in the Stenographer's copy. 
When he resumed the next morning he 


seldom needed to be reminded of the 
last word spoken.—Collier’s Weekly. 


The Persevering Eel. 


(From The London Standard.) 

Young eels in passing up a river show 
the most extraordinay perserverance in 
overcoming all obstructions. The large 
flood gates—sometimes 15 feet in height— 
on the Thames might be supposed suffi- 
cient to bar the progress of a fish the 
size of a dGarning needle.

How the Farmers Stand Now.

@ince I have known them as they ie’ 
‘today. Here and ther you will hear the 
voice of @ croaker, met when you ask 
his history you will find he is either a 
@lovenly farmer and can’t be anything 
more, or he is one of those pestiferous 
pessimists who would still argue that 
| farming don’t pay if every boll of cot- 
ton _on his farm as it opened dropped 
‘out a silver dollar.’’ 

“Ame the farmers coming nearer fo 
financial ability to carry themselves over 
a year with a minimum of credit?’ 

“More and more of them are getting 
to that point every year. Persistent 
persuasion of them by this department 
,@end through the press is bearing. fruit 
‘after many vears. Not only the economy 
but the substantial profit of ratsing home 
supplies and making a crop without cred- 
it is becoming impressed upon new hun- 
-dreds of farmetrs every year. Today, let 
‘me tell vou, the farmers of Céorgia have 
more meat in their smoke ‘souses, more 
corn tn thelr crfbs, more hay in thelr 
barns and more foodstuffs of other sorts 
for man and beast than ever before since

“Hlow did the crops of 1903 pan out”’ 

“We had a general average of food 
crops all over the state. Where there 
was a shortage of yilekl there was a 
rise in prices and the latter more than 
balanced the former. Wheat was good 
in north Georgia, and so were the hay 
and fruit crops. Middle Georgia had 
fully fair crops of every kind, fruits 
doing especially well. South Georgia did 
splendidly in nearly everything the farm- 
ers raise in that section. The outputs of 
lumber, tunpentine produces and cane 
products were all of them above the 
average of many vears past.’’ 

A Shortage of Cotton. 

“How about cotton?’ 

“The early frosts in North Georgia and 
lecal causes elsewhere cut down the crop 
about 100,000 bales. Our estimates here 
had allowed for a shrinkage of 60,000 
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No matter hoy others may feel or have 
felt, these negroes in. the south have 
been such a surprise to me that I am 
sjow to say what he will or will not ac- 
complish—I am even slow to say that he 
is as “‘inferior’’ as we heard he was. 

If we should have such a war as is con- 
templated, I take it that the negroes will 
join our armies just as the whites join. 
They will march under the same flag, 
wear the same uniform and are bound 
by right to be. accorded all the honors 
that their actions may deserve. It is 
more than probable—it is certain—that 
there will develop heroes and heroines 
' from ‘out the race of whom the poets 
will sing, and when this is accomplished, 
then many other things will belong to 
them by right and the natural conse- 
quences. 

A negro hero! 

That may sound funny-to some of the 
young generation, but it don’t sound half 
so funny to the young as it does to the 
old. 

There is no use to shut your eyes or grit 
your teeth, that is what you will see de- 
veloped when we have such a@ war as 
would make acceptable their service In 
the army. When we get up such a war 
as will call for the need oF these negroes 
and they are formed into regiments and 
brigades, put on the “‘blue,”’ rally around 
the flag, charge batteries and do all the 
duties in a soldierly wav, then they will 
feel that they have rights here that they 
never had before and millions of people 
outside of their race will feel the same 

about the matter. 
| To analyze this thought, it 
' stated that such a war’ would

never was afraid of any law that might 
be pdssed lifting the negro to any sort 
of social equality with the whites of the 
south.

a War between ‘Russia and Japan, 
end no\telling what complications such 
@ war will bring. 

In such an event my greatest interest 
would be in the United States and in the 
southern states above the rest. In the 
thirteen states where the bulk of the ne- 
gro race is to be found a first-class war 
involving this government has a different 
meaning to what {[t does fn the states not 
crowded with these negroes. 

In the event of a war, worth the calling 
of a war, these southern states must pre- 
pare to give up all their traditions and 
tne sentiments cherished in connection 
with what is understood as the ‘‘old gray 
Jacket.”’. When a first-class war is once 
upon us, then the ‘‘old gray jacket’’ idea 
will not be in it any more. Not only will 
ell such sentiments as {is suggested bv 
the “gray jacket’? have to be sacrificed 
by these southern states, but southern

HEN General Longstreet surren- 
dered his sword at Appomattox 
his war record was made up. It 

stands unassailable—néeding no defend- 
ers. Back of the day that opened so 
auspiciously for the Confederate cause 
at the first Manassas and of the four 
years that followed, lies the record of a 
quarter of a century: in the union army. 

In those times Ceneral Longstreet, at 
Cerro Gordv, Molino del Rey and Chap- 
ultepec, was aiding to win the great erh- 
vire of the west: in subsequent hard 
fadian campaigns lighting the fagots of 
& aptendid western § civilization—adding 
ftw glory to American arms, and in the 
struggles of a nation that fell a new 
biar cf the @ret magnitude to tne galaxy 
sf American valor, compjeting one of the 
most lustrous pages in the world’s his- 
tory. That page cannot be dimmed or 
darkened; it rests secure in its own white 
splendor, above the touch of detractors. 

Genera] Longstreet has of Iate years 
ceemed it unnecessary to make defense 
of his military integrity, give such as 
may be found in his memoirs, ‘‘Manasses 
to Appomattox,” published nearly ten 
years since, He has held that his deeds 
stand on the impartial pages of the na- 
tion’s réecords—their own defender. 

It is significant that not one word 
Was ever uttered against Longstreet’s 
military record until the man who could 
forever silence the calummy was in his 
gtave—until the knightly soul of Robert 
Edward Lee had passed into eternity. 

A Political Cabal. 

General Longstreet’s operations. at 
Gettysburg were above the suspicion of 
reproach until he came under the po- 
litical ban -.of the south, by meeting, as 
he’ saw it, the requirements of good 
citizenship in the observance of his Ap- 
romattox parole. 

Then the- storm broke. He was her- 
alded as traitor, deserter of his people, 
deserter of democracy, etc, In the fury 
of this onslaught originated the cruel 
slander that he had disobeyed Lee's most 
vital orders, causing the loss of the Get- 
tysburg bat@e, and the ultimate fall of 
the confederate cause. 

The sectional complaint that he desert- 
ed “democracy” ‘is about as relevant and 
truthful as the assertion that he lost Get- 
tysburg. He was a West Pointer, a pro- 
fessional soldier. He had nevef cast a 
ballot before the civil war; he had no pol- 
itics. Its passions and’prejudices had no 
dwelling place in his mind. The war was 
over, and he quietly accepted the result, 
fraternizing with all Americans. [t was 
no gréat crime. 

But the peculiar circumstances favored 
the conspiracy to make Longstreet the 
long-desired scape-goat for Gettysburg. 
There was an ulterior and decper pur- 
pose, however, than merely besmirching 
his military record. Shortsighted parti- 
sans seemingly argued that the dispar- 
agement of Longstreet was necessary 
to save the military reputation of Lee. 
But Lee’s great fame needed no such 
sacrifice. 

The citragecus charges against 
street have been wholly disproveu. Much 
of the partisan rancor that once pur- 
sted him has died out. Many of the more 
intelligent southerners have long been 
-onvinced that he was the victim of a 
great wrong. , 


Gordon Revives Charges. 


Longs- 


It has remained for Major General John 


B. Gordon, once of the army of northern 
Virginia, to revive this dead controver- 
sy. He simply reiterates the old charges 
in full, but produces no new evidence in 
their support. His contribution of no 
historical value: it curries inherent evi- 
dence that Gen?2ral!l Gordon made no crit- 
ical examination of the documeytary his- 
tory of Gettysburg. He assumes to render 
a verdict ort the say so of others. 
Gordon's unsupported assertions would 
require no attention but for one fact, 
Both south and north there is a wide- 
spread impression that Gordon was a 
conspicious figure at Gettysburg. This is 
erroneous. He was marely a brigade com- 
mander there, stationed five miles from 
Longstreet. It is entirely improbable that 
he personally saw either Lee or Long- 
street while the army was in Pennsyl- 
vyania. Py 
Aln his official

report Gordon uses this 
own small command at Gettysburg when 
the heaviest fighting was going on: 

“The movements during the suc: 
ing:days of the battle, July 2 and 3, 
not consider of sufficient importance 
mention.”’ 

It is but just to Gordon 
say that in his subordinate capacity ne 
perfermed excellent service on the first 
day’s battle. But in estimating his value 
as a personal witness, the foregoing un- 
disputed facts must be taken into consid- 
eration. His testimony is obviously of 
the hearsay kind. In fact, as will be 
serbed. it is no more than own 
sonal conclusions, wholly deduced 
the assertions of others, base? on 
sumed state of facts which did not exist. 

In his recent publication on the civil 
war Gordon says that ‘now seems 
certain that impartial military 
after thorough investigation, will 
sider the following facts established: 

“First, that General Lee distinctly or- 
dered Longstreet to attack [arly on the 
morning of the second day. and if Loneg- 
street had done two of the largest 
corps of Meade’s army would not have 
been in the fight: but Longstreet delayed 
the fight unti) 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and thus lost his opportunity of. occupy- 
ing Little Round Top. the Key of the posi- 
tion, which he might have done in the 
morning without firing a shot or losing a 
man.” 

It is competent to point out that Lee's 
orders to Longstreet on that day were 
to “attack up the Emmitsbure road.’ te 
could not~ well ‘“‘occupy’ Litile Round 
Top up the Emmitsbure road, because 
it was but a fraction less than a mile 
to the east of that road. It as clear 
as noonday that Lee had no thought at 
first, if ever, that Little Round Top was 
the “key to the position.”” Lee merely 
contemplated driving the enemy from 
some high ground on the Emmitsburg 
road érom which the “more elevated 
ground” of Cemetery Ridge in its rear, 
more than a mile to the northward of 
Little Noung Top, could be subsequently 
assailed. 
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Lee’s Report of Battle. 
luminous report of the baftle, 
31. 1863, only four weeks 
after, has escaped Gordon's notice, or 
has been conveniently ignored by him. 
It is found at page 305 et seq., of part 
2. volume 27, of the printed war records, 
easily accessible to everybody. At page 
308, Tee reports: 
* * * [In front of 
street the enemy held nosition 
which, if he could be driven, it 
thought our artillery could be used to 
advantage in assailing the more elevated 
ground beyond, and thus enable us to 
reach the crest of the ridge. That offi- 
cer was directed to carry this position. 
-* «© *@ After a severe struggle, Long- 
street succeeded in getting possession of 
and holding the desired ground. * * * 
The battle ceased at dark.”’ 

The ‘‘desired ground’ captured was 
that held by Sickles’ federal Third corps 
—the celebrated peach orchard, wheat- 
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field and adjacént high ground. 
Which Cemetery Ridge was next day as- 
sailed by the confederate artillery as a 
prelude to Pickett’s infantry assault. 

It was the ‘crest of the ridge,’’ not the 
Round Top, that Lee wished to assail. His 
eye from the first appears to have been 
steadily fixeq upon the fedefal center. 
That is why he ordered the ‘‘attack up 
the Emmitsburg road.” 

Longstreet’s Statement. 

Lonugstreet’s official report is very ‘ex- 
plicit on this point. It was written July 
27, 1863. On page 358 of the same book 
he Savs: 

“I received instructions from the com-

That is to say, Longstreet had twice as 
far to march on an air Hne to strike 
Sickles “up the Emmitsbutfg road,” as 
Svkes had to reinforce the threatened 
point. But, in fact, Sykes’ advantage 
was far greater in point of time, be- 
cause, by order of Lee, Longstreet was 
compelled to move by back roads and 
lanes, out of sight of the enemy's signai 
ofticers on Round Top. His troops ac- 
tually marched 6 or 7 miles to reach the 
point of deployment. 

Longstreet eventually

that it could and would have been used 
just as effectively at 8 o'clock in the 
morning. The moment Longstreet’s 
movement was detected it was immediate- 
hurried over to the left and occu- 
pied Round Top. If Longstreet hgd 
moved earlier, the Fifth Corps also eae 
have moved eartier. It could have been 
on Sickles’ left and rear as early as 
7 oclock a. m., had it been neecssary 
If Ewell and not Longstreet had de- 
livered the general attack it would have 
been found in his front. 

Longstreet met no troops in the after- 
noon which could not have been brought 
against him in the morning. 

So much for one part of Gordon's as- 
sumption, based upon other assumptions 
upon an erroneous presumption. 
Longstreet had taken wings and 
on an air line from his bivouac 
Marsh Creek to the federal left and 
attacked at sunrise he would have found 
no enemy near the Round Tops. 

The Third Day’s Fight. 

In another equally umwarranted as- 
sumption of what the “‘Impartial’’ mili- 
tary critic will consider an “established 
fact,’ Gordon declares: 

“Secondly, That General Lee ordered 
Longstreet to attack at daylight on the 
morning of the third day, and that the 
latter did not attack until 2 or 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, the artillery opening 
at 1.” 

Lee himself mentions no such order. 
In his final report, penned six’: months 
afterwards, he merely mentions that the 
‘general plan was unchanged,” and Long- 
street, reinforced, ordered to attack ‘‘next 
morning,’’ no definite hour being fixed. 
It is significant, however, that in his 
letter to Jefferson Davis from the field, 
dated July 4, Lee uses this language: 

“Next day (July 3), the third division 
of General longstreet’s corps having 
come up, a more extensive attack was 
made,”’ etc. 3 

The “third division’ was Pickett’s, 
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which did not arrive from Chambers- 
bung until 9 a. m. of the 3d In the same 
report, Lee himself #tates that ‘Pickett, 
with three of his brigades, joined Long- 
Street the iollowing morning.”” There is 
no dispute, however, about the hour of 
Pickett's arrival. 

Si that, as Pickett was selected by 
Lee to lead the charge and as Lee knew 
exactly where Pickett was, it is morally 
impossible that it was fixed for daylight 
—five hours before Pickett’s troops were 
up. 

In one place Lee remarks in his re- 
port: 

“Tne morning was occupied in nec- 
essary preparations, and the battle re- 
commenced in the afternoon of the 3d.” 
Time was not an essentiol element in the 
problem of the 3d. The federal army 
was then all up, whereas Pickett's con- 
federate division was still absent. The 
Celay of a few hours was. therefore, 
a dietinect gain for the confederates, and 
not prejudicial, as Gordon would have the 
world believe. 

But TLongstreet’s officia] report is de- 
Cisive of the whole question. lie says: 

“On the following morning (that is 
after the fight of the 2d), Our arrange- 
ments were made for renewing the at- 
tack by my right, with a view to pass 
round the hill occupied by the enemy's 
left, and gain it by flank and reverse 
attack. A few moments after my orders 
for the exeoution of this plan were given, 
the oommanding general joined me.c and 
ordered a colunin of attack to be forn.- 
ed ot Pickett’s, Heth’s ana part of Fen- 
der’s divisions. and the asswult 
made directly at the enemy's m 
tion. the Cemetery Hill.” ; 

Clearly this shows that Longstreet had 
no orders for the morning of July 3 ‘As 
Tongstreet’s report passed through Lee's 
hands, the superior would most certainly 
have returned it tO the subordinate for 
correction if there were errors in it. This 
he did not do, neither did Lee indorse 
upon the document itself any dissent 
from its tenor. 

As Pickett did not come 
a. m. and as General Lee gays, “the 
morning was occupied in necessary 
preparations,”’ it was logically and mor- 
ally impossible to make an attack at 
davlight, and Genera} Longstreet states 
that it could not have been delivered 
sooner than it was. 

Daylight Attack Not Contemplated. 

Finally, Longstreet emphatically denies 
that Lee ordered him to attack at day- 
light on the 8d, He Says that he had 
ho orders of any kind on that morning 
until Lee personally cameé over to his 
front and ordered the Pickett charge. 
No early attack was possible under re 
conditions imposed by Lee to use Pick- 
ett, Pettigrew and  Pender's ' troops 
widely separated. : 

But without any orders from Lee, as 
is quite apparent, Longstreet had already 
Siven orders for a flank attack by the 
southern face of Big Round Top, as an 
alternative to directly attacking ayain 
the impregnable heights from Which he 
had been repulsed the night before. That 
would have been “siinple madness,’” to 
quote the language of tha Confederate 
General Law. But such an act of ‘‘sim- 
Ple madnéss’”’ was the only daylight at- 
tack possible from Longstreet’s front on 
the morning of the 3d. Lee substituted 
for the feasible early attack projected by 
Longstreet the Pickett movement straight 
on Cemetery Heights, which it required 
hours of preparation to fulminate, and 
which proved the most disastrous and 
destructive in confederate annals. [t 
was, In fact, the death knell of the south- 
ern republic, 

Continuing on the Subject of Long- 
street's disobedience, Gordon considers 
the following as another of the “facts 
established”’: 

“Thirdly, that General Lee. according 
to the testimony of Colonel Walter Tav- 
lor, Colonel C. §. Venable and General 
A. L. Long, who were present when the 
order was given, ordered Longstreet to 
make the attack on the last day with 
the three divisions of his own corps and 
two divisions of A. P, Hill's corps, and 
that instead of doing so Longstreet sent 
only 14,000 men to assail Meade’s army 
in the latter’s strong and heavily in- 
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ain peosl- 
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_ trenched position.”’ 


Pickett Attacks Alone. 

This is the old story that Longstreet 
was culpable in not sending McLaws and 
Hood to the attack with Pickett. 

But in fact Lee’s own utterances show 
that MeLaws and Hood were not to join 
in the Pickett attack, but on the con- 
trary were excluded for other vita] ser- 
vice by Lee's specific directions. It ts 
true this was done upon Longstreet’s 
strenuous representations that 20,000 
federals were massed behind the Round 
Top to swoop down on the confederate 
flank if Hood and MclLaws were with- 
drawn. After viewing the ground him- 
self Lee acquiesced. The eye-witnesses 
quoted by Gordon heard only the origi- 
nal order; they evidently did not know 
of its necessary modification, after Lee 
was msde aware by his own personal 
observations that it was impossible’ to 
withdraw Hood and MclLaws. 

The officila] reports of both Lee and 
Longstreet are conclusive on this point, 
and they substantially agree. In the 
paragraph quoted = above, Longstreet 
states explicitly that ‘‘the commanding 
general joined me” (on the far right on 
the morning of the 3d) “‘and ordered a 
column of attack to be formed of Pick- 
ett’s, Heth’s and part of Pender’s divi- 
sions, etc. If this was a misstatement, 
why did not Lee correct it before send- 
ing the report to the war department? 
He did not; on the contrary, Lee 
corroborates LongSreet in these para- 
graphs of his own official report, in 
which he also explains in detail why Mc- 
Laws and Hood were not ordered for- 
ward with Pickett: 

“General Longstreet was delayed by a 
force occupying the high rocky hills on 
the enemy’s extreme left, from which his 
troops could be attacked in reverse as 
they advanced. His operations had deen 
embarrassed the day previous by the 
same cause, and he now deemed it neces- 
sary to defend his flank and rear with 
the divisions of Hood and:McLaws. He 
was therefore, reenforced by Heth's di- 
vision and two brigades of Pender's. 
General Longstreet ordered forward the 
column of attack, consisting of Picketi's 
and Heth’s divisions in two lines, Pick- 
ett on the right.” 

Now, one of Lee's fayorite officers, 
General Pickett, had personal supervis- 
ion of the formation of the attacking 
column, General Lee was for a time per- 
sonally present while this work was going 
on, conversing with Pickett concerning 
the proper dispositions and making vari- 
ous suggestions. He therefore knew by 
personal observation, before the charge 
was made, exactly what troops were in- 
cluded and. what were not. He knew 
that the extreme right of Hood's di- 
vision was at that moment fully three 
miles away, holding a difficult position in 
face of an overwhelming force of feder- 
als, and McLaws almost equally distant. 

With these documents before him, how 
can Gordon believe it an “established 
fact” that Lee expected McLaws and 
Hood to take part in the Pickett charge? 

Having thus proven from Lee’s own 
official, written utterances that the three 
foregoing points set up by Gordon can 
not possfbly be accepted as “established

His ful- 
mination had the effect of a bombshell. 
Pendleton's statement is charcteristic of 
the whole, but it was for a time the more 
effective because it was more definite, 
in that it purported to cite 
a positive statement by Lee of an al- 
leged order to Longstreet. If Pendleton’s 
statement falls, the whole falls. 
Longstreet wag astonished when he 
caw Pendleton’s assertion. He categor- 
ically denied Pendleton’s allegation, and 
at once appealed to the other members of 
Lee’s staff to enonerate him from the 
charge of having failed to obey an order 
for a sunrise attack. Colonel Walter H. 
Taylor, Lee's adjutant general, promptly 
responded:

Colonel Charles Marshall, 
tary secretary, states: 

‘TI have no personal] recollection of the 
order to which you refer. It certainly 
was not conveyed by me, nor there 
anything in General Lee’s official fre- 
port to show that the attack on the 2d 
was expected by him to begin eariier.”’ 

General A. L. Long, an officer of high 
rank on Lee's ataff, made this brief 
but sweeping statement: 

‘“T do not recollect of hearing of an 
order to attack at sunrise, or at any 
other designated hour, pending the oper- 
ations at Gettysburg during the first 
three days of July, 1863.’’ 

Incidentally, it may be noted here that 
Long's statement including all three 
days, also disposes of Gordon’s assump- 
tion that Longstrect was ordered to at- 
tack at daylight on the 3d.

Captain Parry’s Review. 
astounding tenor of this old ex- 
humation of Pendleton’s in comparison 
with his story of 1873 passed entirely 
unnoticed by the world until it was pojnt- 
ed out some ten vears ago by Captain 
Leslie J. Perry, one of the historical ex- 
perts then in charge of the government 
publication of the union and confeder- 
ate records of the civil war. In a well- 
considered paper in The New York Sun 
of November 10, 1895, on the Lee-Long- 
street controversy, Mr. Perry showed that 
the Pendleton report, in conjunction with 
General Lee's, completely exenerated 
General Longstreet, not only of disobey- 
ing orders, but of having been slow, 
‘“balky,”” and obstructive.

So Lucifer the Fallen might have hung a city of light 
between earth and sky in infernal defiance; so ‘Dore 
might have thrown on paper a wild image of his daring 
brain; so calculating, planning engineers, with girders 
and beams and columns of Bessemer, massed it in solid 
reality—the city ot skyscrapers, New York! : 
All day the machines clamor in its sunken ways oft 
-streets and throb in the deepest pits of those man-made 
heights; all day the armies stream from bases to sum- 
mits and back again, between the echoing walls, through 
every sculptured gate; all day the windowed precipices 
stand massive,and cold, and sharply jutting into the 
upper air, the very symbol of 1:mmovable power. 
Bat scarcely has the sun swung below that torn sky 
line, while the rolling waters gleam as polished steel, 
while still the aspiring towers seem to storm the very 
sunset, before a change, indefinable, wonderful, comes 


over the mighty pile. | 


It is the nightly miracle of New York—nightly, and 
yet each night as far aloof in its splendor as if it were 
a rapt dream, never known before and never to be again. 

The colossii change as if the clear, darkening 
air had transmuted ‘them at a touch into something 
of its own fabric; the vast stiff masses, that but now 

houldered each other in uncompromising rigidity, melt 
into one mighty sweep of heights, that has become still 
more vast, but is stiff and rigid no more. Angles and 
straight lines dissolve. The outlines of trusses and 
beams and granite become nebulous; the very skylights 
turn to flame; and every chimney is a triumphal tower. 

Ever the dusk floods: more strongly. Deep, deep be- 
low the peaks that still are tipped with radiance, the 
streets are darkened and every inch of them is flooded 
by the army, making its last march of the day. The 
wide waters that race around the city do not fill their 
beds more completely than these throngs fill the nar- 
row trails with their black multitudes. The very tide 
in its appointed flow is not more steady and irresistible. 

And down upon the moving mass, silent, splendid, 1n- 
different as the stars themselves, look the skyscrapers, 
their lighted wonder hanging in mid-air, as if set over 
the very gulf of night. 

From every face of those sheer cliffs streams radi- 
ance. From every crevice flashes white fire. Each sum- 
mit is a pinnacle of light, each gable is a flaming eye, 
and every black hole of half a million windows 1s a star! 

Look at it for the first time or for the tenth. Look at 
it through a score of these tremendous dusks or a hun- 
dred, and still the mind cannot conceive that the won- 
der is only a consequence of a community’s well-order- 
ed daily life; each night the spectacle upbuilds itseif 
again, as if it could be nothing except a wild revel of 
men maddened with joy and power—such a revel of 
lights as might be set on high by a conquering army, 
drunken with victory and lust. 

But what an army # would need to be! Titans them- 
selves could not set that stupendous array that is set 
nightly in downtown New York. Lights shine from 
twenty-five miles of fronts east and west, from si1x- 
teen miles of precipices north and south, with barely a 
man’s length between them save where the open streets 


bisect; lights on a score of summits® » 


rising more than. 250 feet, and the 
highest light of all set 382 feet above 
the black breasts of the tearing rivers. 

‘rom the frontiers alone of that 


mountain. city, the walls that face 
the four points of the compass, 
shine more than fifty. thousand. 
Within, trom twenty-two millions 
of square feet of walls, as from 
a mountain consumed by inner fires 
and on the port of bursting, more 
than tour hundred thousand flash 
forth each meht, all starting into being 
at a moment, as if an unseen hand 
controlled the whole and loosed it 
every day at dusk for the setting of an 
unearthly scene. 

As an amphitheatre they stand, light 
set on light, high and higher, before 
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carrying 306 vertical feet of hght that glares upon the 
dark Kast River. South of it stand scores, one looming 
beyond another, one crowding on the other, as 1f all had 
come to life and were trooping together to move forward 
in a tremendous, appalling mass—a range of fiery hills 

-the least of these great ones holding its head 162 feet 
above the sea level, and the highest rearing a light that 
swims 306 feet in the arr. 

Thus seen from the north the lighted wonder is such 
a city as defies imagination to conceive and brush to 
portray—but it is a city still. 

Seen from the water of the bay at the south, where 
the rocky reef on which these steel mountains stand 
contracts to a mere spur thrust into the deep, it is a 
city no longer. 

This that looks out here over the black night and the 
black sea, standing on nothing and awfully framed in 
fitfully lighted mists, 1s such a thing as Tennyson dream- 
ed in his passing of King Arthur when all the night was 
made “a stream of fire.” This is such a city as Dante 
mizht have seen, upraised over the very abyss of time. 
The “Wild Hunt” itself might rssue from those spectral 
palaces set with jewels under the very hem of the 
clouds. Stone and steel, raised inch by inch at so much 
a foot? It is a thing to vanish at cock-crow and leave 
no trace of its airy presence behind. 

Turrets and domes are here, formed by the subtle 
witchcraft of the night. And under every castle that 
swims there in the clouds burns a vast torch, sending 

forth its phantom white and yellow flame to jut in coil- 
re | 


ing wreaths from east to west, from 
south to north, as 1f the high hosts 
of Babylon had decked a dream city 
for a Belshazzar feast. 

But such torches were never fash- 
ioned in any Babylon, never burned 
in any Nineveh, and never dreamed of 
by a King ot Assyria in the days of its 
pride. iwo hundred feet high they 
stand, and their flames float a hundred 
feet into the air—the torches of nightly 
New York tashioned out of chimneys 
that spout steam among the lights. 

In fog the castled walls swim as if 
they themselves were truly but the 
fashionings of the creeping mist that 
has stolen in from the secret sea to 
spina spell through the brief night. 
Then the lights throb and flimmer as 
if men saw them through tears—throb 
and ftlimmer with that supreme and 
passionate mystery that 1s the crown 
of far lights set in a high dark. 

And yet only a dwindling percent- 
age of all the army that shuffles and 
pushes and jostles its homeward way 
under that spectacle each night has 
even a remote idea that such a thing is. 

Nightly the army turns its back on 
the place of its travail. By boat and 
bridge and cab and car its corps and 
brigades flee, with every face set to- 
ward home and away from lower New 
York. It could not see the glory if it 
would, tor the fiercest battle of New 
York is the escape of the army from 
the battlefield of the day. 

This retreating, fleeing army pres- 
ently makes a picture of light of its 
own, and from the skyscrapers the 
black world far below appears torn in 
a hundred directions by blinding 
white meteors darting north and east 
and west. 

Over the bridge fly blazing stars 
as the cars soar up the pendant arch 
and down again to dive into Brooklyn. 
That ugly stalking centipede of iron 
that is called the elevated system is 
garbed in incessant lightnings, with 
bolts ten miles long. The rushing 
Hudson River bears dancing, slipping 
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things, shining like diadems on black 
velvet, and gliding swiftly—the ugliest 
craft in the world, the New York fer- 
ryboat, transformed by the night. 
The Hudson is in the electric age. 
The East River is in the gas and oil 
age. Its ferries shine in subdued yel- 
low and orange tones. Its banks are

goat herders and the goat skin mak 
ers of other countries demand so little 
money and live so poorly that there is 
nothing init for the American tarmer, 
and he prefers to raise his goats 
their hair, as in the case of Angoras, 
while he uses the common goat t 
furnish milk and meat. 

The twenty-five million’ dollars’ 
worth of goat skins that are imported 
by Uncle Sam each vear gives work to 
many strange races, and draws on goat 
herds from Uruguay and Australasia 
to the White Sea in Russia and Lab- 
rador in far northern canada 

On the oceanic peaks of the Azores, 
in the beautiful Madeira Islands. 
where the days are all as dreams, 
afar in the wild country around the 
Black Sea. high amang the clouds of 
the Swiss Alps, the herds are feeding 
to-day to furnish skins for-the shoes 
and gloves and other wearire material 
of the boys and girls of the United 
States. 

The soft, velvety skin that 
your gloves to-day may have passed 
through adventures before it reached 
vou that would make a story in the 
most thrilling of story books seem 
pale. The goat that bore 1t may have 
scampered over the barren plains of 
Russia with wolves at her heels. A 
Servian mountaineer may have driven 
her over the black mountain defiles of 
his native land to save her from the 
Turks. An Arab may have driven 
her through the pastures of the Holy 
Land. 

Even the Himalayas, distant though 
they be from civilization, fed and 
sheltered goats to furnish American 
clothing. The fierce men of Tripoli 
escorted long caravans across the 
burning African lands to bring the 
goat skins safe to port that they might

O< gourse one chicken will not be 
enough for three dinners without other 
things, but with good management the 
ehicken may be made the principal 
dish at all the meals. 

suy a'fine, large, dry-picked chicken 
weighing from five and a half to six 
pounds. Let it be a roasting chicken 
of the Plymouth Rock breed, which 1s 
the best. Although the chicken 1s to 
be boiled, it is better to buy a roasting 
chicken, as those destined for boiling 
are apt to be old and tough. 

Singe the chicken and then dress it 
as if for roasting. Cut off the head as 
close to the neck as_ possible and 
throw it into the waste pail. The 
head, entrails and gall are all that 
should be thrown away. Cut off the 
neck close to the shoulders and put it 
in a dish for future use. Then cut off 
the top ends of the wings and the feet 
and legs where they join the end of 
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which gave the victory to the “Moni:- 
tor,” fears being forgotten by his 
countrymen whom he served so ma- 
terially.

Place it on a hot platter and cover 
it with a rich cream sauce made as 
follows: 

Melt two heaped tablespoonfuls of 
butter in a saucepan, add two heaped 
tablespoonfuls of flour, and beat the 
mixture to a cream: then beat in the 
yolk of a raw egy. Stand the sauce- 


pan over a slow fire, and gradually stir

water, add two hard boiled eggs 
chopped. fine, and stir them well 
through the sauce.

Save the water in which the chicken 
is boiled, and next day add to it some 
rice, some more celery and another 
onion to make chicken soup for din- 
ner. Serve also the cold chicken left 
over from the previous day. It should 
be accompanied by some country saus 
ages in a mound of mashed potatoes 
and a salad of tomatoes and escarole, 
with any dessert that mav be fancied. 

On the third day take the giblets 
and cut the gizzard and neck into 
small pieces Take all the bones and 
scraps of the chicken left, add a few 
slices of salt pork and make a giblet 
pot-pie.
